ONNIE GARVIN IS the new 
NWA World heavyweight 
champion! 

The veteran grappler won his 
first-ever World title by pinning 
Ric Flair after 39 minutes and 28 
seconds of action in a steel cage 
match on September 25 at Detroit’s 
Joe Louis Arena. After his stunning 
victory, Garvin declared himself 
the working man’s champion. “I 
want to dedicate this champion- 
ship to those folks who pay their 
hard-earned money to see a cham- 
pion that respects the mules of this 
great profession,” he told report- 
ers afterward. 

Flair seemed uncharacteristically 
laid back about losing the title he 
held since August 9, 1986, when 
he regained it from Dusty Rhodes 
in St. Louis. “He beat me tonight, 
but there’s no way in hell he'll 
ever do it again,” Flair said. “With 
all the times we’ve wrestled, you 
had to figure he’d get lucky once. 
I guarantee I'll have the title back 
within a week.” 

But as of press time, Flair had 

_ yet to fulfill his promise. Garvin re- 
tained the title the following eve- 
ning in Norfolk, Virginia, when 
Flair was counted out of the ning. 
Then in Greensboro, North Caroli- 
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Ronnie Garvin is jubilant as promoter Jim Crockett straps the NWA World championship 
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belt around his waist. Garvin pinned Ric Flair with a sunset flip from the ropes in a Detroit 


cage match that lasted nearly 40 minutes. 


na, on September 27, Garvin de- 
feated Bubba Rogers. Garvin is slat- 
ed for a heavy schedule of title 
defenses, many against Flair, lead- 
ing up to a possible Starrcade 
showdown with his archrival on 
Thanksgiving. 

Garvin's victory over Flair was a 
wrestling classic. The man known 
as ‘Hands of Stone” almost scored 
an early victory over Flair by ap- 
plying the Boston crab, but Flair 
grabbed the ropes and was re- 
leased. A cocky Flair then tried to 
work on Garvin, but little by little, 
“The Nature Boy” realized Ronnie 


would not give up easily. 

Indeed, it appeared Garvin was 
getting stronger as the match went 
on. Flairs chops and punches 
proved ineffective. Finally, ‘Slick 
Ric” got wom down. Garvin 
shocked the crowd by putting 
Flair in a figure-four leglock, but 
Ric reversed it. Flair tried to smash 
Garvin’s head into the cage, but 
Ronnie lifted his knee and blood- 
ied Flair’s face. 

Flair tied to climb out of the 
cage and Garvin pulled him down. 
Then Flair fell to the mat and Gar-

MINNEAPOLIS, MN (Corres- 
pondent—Aaron Goff): Greg 
Gagne’s AWA World title victory 
celebration was cut short in Min- 
neapolis when his apparent defeat 
of champion Curt Hennig was re- 
versed by official decision. 

Hennig started the match by at- 
tacking Gagne before the bell. 
The champion weakened the 
challenger with elbowsmashes, 
kneelifts, and forearm smashes. 
Gagne countered with judo chops, 
elbowblocks, and an aerial attack. 

Hennig fell into trouble after 
Gagne placed him in_ three 
successive submission holds: an 
Indian deathlock, a figure-four leg- 
lock, and a sleeperhold. Frustrat- 
ed, Hennig resorted to brawling 
tactics, but Gagne kept up his re- 
lentless attack. 

The controversy came when 
Hennig collided with referee Gary 
DeRusha, knocking him out of the 
ring. Hennig tried to ambush 
Gagne, but the challenger acci- 
dentally backflipped Hennig over 
the top rope. Referee Marty Miller, 
who had been watching the 
match from ringside, jumped into 
the ring to continue for the injured 
DeRusha. 

Gagne then let loose an aerial 
attack that included two dropkicks 
and a bodypress and resulted in a 
clear pinfall over Hennig. Miller 
awarded Gagne the belt. Howev-

O ONE KNOWS where he 

came from, only that he 
loves to maim. His trademark is a 
hockey goaltender’s mask that he 
uses in an offensive manner not 
even the most aggressive NHL 
goalie would have dreamed possi- 
ble. His true identity remains one 
of the sport's most sought-after 
secrets, but there is no secret 
about his impact on the Stam- 
pede wrestling scene. 

Jason the Terrible, the muscu- 
lar madman in the goalie mask, 
has cut a path of destruction 
through the Calgary area that has 
caused many wrestlers, fans, and 
officials to mount a_behind-the- 
scenes campaign to have him 
banned. 

According to one insider, Jason 
was originally allowed to wear the 
mask in order to disguise his hor- 
ribly disfigured face that was 
burned in a childhood gasoline 
explosion. His parents, it is said, 
made him wear the hockey mask 
to spare the young man the ago- 
ny of seeing how his appearance 
revolted others. 

When Jason first approached 
Stampede officials about wrestling 
there, they balked at permitting a 
man to wear such a mask in the 
ring. Their argument was that its 
hard surface would give Jason an 
unfair defense against other wres- 
tlers. Yet Jason’s parents pleaded

with Calgary officials to allow him 
to wrestle, where he could at least 
function as a productive member 
of society and perhaps recapture 
some of the sense of self-worth 
that was wiped out by his 
disfigurement. 

A crucial moment came when 
Jason shed his mask before Cal- 
gary officials to emphasize his in- 
ability to function in normal soci- 
ety. Their initial horror at the sight 
was eventually overcome by pity, 
and Jason was granted a special 
dispensation to wrestle with the 
mask. 

Yet what had originally been a 
well-intentioned action by Calgary 
Officials has backfired on them. 
Perhaps blinded by their compas- 
sion, they forgot to take into ac- 
count the psychological damage 
Jason may have suffered in his 
accident. Upon stepping into the 
ring, Jason soon revealed a spirit 
that was more warped and tor- 
tured than his ravaged exterior—a 
spirit that absolutely reveled in the 
infliction of pain. Indeed, Jason 
harbors a deep hatred against all 
those who have not suffered as 
he has, and his 63”, 270-pound 
frame gives him the means to ex- 
press his resentment. 

And there’s the mask. Originally 
a means of shielding Jason’s frag- 
ile ego, the mask has developed 
into one of the most feared instru- 
ments of destruction anywhere in 
the sport. His ‘‘power headbutt”’ 
has already put several, Stampede 
wrestlers out of action; it almost 
always causes lacerations, usually 
results in a concussion, and in 
one instance has inflicted a skull 
fracture. 

Despite Jason’s penchant for 
reckless havoc, there is a small 
minority of Calgary wrestlers 
whose interest is served by hav- 
ing this menace continue to wres- 
tle. That group of nefarious rule- 
breakers, known as ‘Karachi

Vice,” is led by the Singh broth- 
ers, Gama and Makian. Along 
with manager/wrestler Judah 
Rosenbloom, Karachi Vice was 
quick to embrace Jason as an as- 
sociate, and have used him as 
their cat’s paw in their feuds with 
such fan favorites as the Hart 
family, Biff Wellington, and Brian 
Pillman. 

In August, one month after his 
debut, Jason attacked Pillman, 
one of the Stampede area’s best 
young scientific wrestlers. It hap- 
pened after Pillman scored a 
clean pinfall over Rosenbloom. 
The two feuded for nearly a 
month, with Jason showing sur- 
prising—and destructive—versatili- 
ty: In addition to his mask, he also 
used chairs, an axhandle, the ring 
steps, and just about anything 
else he could find as a foreign 
object to bloody Pillman. 

Just days later, a match be- 
tween Jason and Bruce Hart, one 
of the toughest sluggers any- 
where in the sport, turned into 
such a bloody mess that Stam- 
pede officials were overcome by 
revulsion and refused to televise 
the bout.

As a result of such tactics, 
some wrestling journalists refuse 
even to consider Jason a wrestler 
at all. His scientific skills are non- 
existent, and the man is more in- 
tent on injuring his opponents 
than attaining title shots or compil- 
ing any kind of won-lost record. 
Other followers of the sport claim 
that his mask should be replaced 
by a more conventional cloth 
mask that would suffice just as 
well to hide his scars, but would 
not afford him the advantage of 
defense or allow him to use the 
hard mask as a weapon. 

Inside Wrestling Associate Edi- 
tor Dave Rosenbaum has a 
unique perspective on Jason. 
Rosenbaum, a standout goalie in 
a Long Island amateur hockey 
league, was at first incredulous, 
then appalled, by the news of Ja- 
son’s actions. 

“There's just no way that 
should be allowed,” — said 
Rosenbaum, “As a goalie, I’ve 
had slapshots deflected off my 
mask, and haven't felt a thing. 
Those masks are unbelievably 
strong, and | can imagine what 
kind of damage a mask could in- 
flict if used as a weapon in a 
match. And defensively, it’s a big 
plus: Blows to the face won’t have 
the same effect, clawholds are 
out, and a sleeperhold is impossi- 
ble. It just shouldn’t be allowed." 

But Calgary officials are allow- 
ing it, and all of wrestling has a 
stake in the outcome. The Calga- 
ry area has produced some of the 
sport’s most skilled (The British 
Bulldogs and Brett Hart) and col- 
orful (The Honky Tonk Man) wres- 
tlers. Jason's arrival on the scene 
has shifted the emphasis from ex- 
cellence and exuberance to sheer 
survival.

UGUST WAS A terrible month for Kevin Von Erich, but a great one for Al Perez. 
The Tampa, Florida, native was awarded the World Class heavyweight title when 
Von Erich suffered an.injury at the hands of Brian Adias and was ruled physically ineligible 
to defend the title against Perez. . 
Perez, at the time, also held the World Class Texas title. That championship was quickly 
vacated, allowing Perez to devote his full energies to defending the World Class heavyweight 
belt. The lingering controversy surrounding the title change, though, concerned the action of 
a World Class medical advisory board that told Kevin not to wrestle Perez, thus forcing him 
to forfeit the title. That advice overrided a doctor's opinion. And when one considers that 
Fritz Von Erich is a member of the advisory board, the controversy becomes more of a 
mystery. 

Many fans will be surprised to learn that the strongly muscled Perez has been a pro for six 
years. He’s wrestled extensively in the UWF and WWC areas, but his current World Class 
success—coming under the management of Gary Hart—is certainly the high point of his ca- 
reer. Perez was happy to discuss that career, and his current title, with The Wrestler reporter 
Gian Trotta. 


the title, instead of winning it by 
pinfall, is that I didn’t have to 
break a sweat that night. But then 
again, Von Erich hasn’t exactly 
been taking people to the limit late- 
ly, so I probably wouldn’t have 
broken sweat even if 1 did wrestle 
that night. 

Q: Do you become angry when people 
say that you didn’t deserve the 
title?

: You bet I don’t! The only differ- 


ence is that the Von Erichs use the 
claw, so that makes it okay.

: You’ve got the wrong man if you

It doesn’t make a difference 
whether I won it by pinfall, sub- 
mission, disqualification, or got it 
for my birthday. Like I said be- 


fore, it would have happened soon- 
er or later. And the sooner every- 
body realizes that the Von Erichs 
are finished as a force in wrestling, 
then the sooner a new era can be- 
gin. The title reign of Al Perez, the 
man who can do it all! Not only 
will I reign supreme as champion, 
but I'll make the people down here 
forget all about the Von Erichs! 
+ Now that last line is a little hard to 
swallow, especially since Kerry’s 
announced that he’ll be making a 
comeback in a few weeks. Aren’t 
you a little worried about that? 

: Worried? Hah! Do you think an- 
other has-been Von Erich is going 
to create any problems for me? At 
least Kevin can run out of the ring 
when I start to beat him. Kerry 
won’t be able to do that with that 
bum leg of his, so I'll have him 
totally at my mercy.

SHERRI MARTEL 


HE REIGNING WWF World 

women’s champion has been the 
most successful female wrestler in the 
United States over the past few years. 
Prior to her arrival in the WWE, she 
was a two-time AWA World women’s 
champion. 

Sherri Martel (no relation to Rick 
Martel) was born on February 8, 1958, 
in New Orleans and became interested 
in wrestling when her mother started 
taking her to matches in Mississippi. 
She started wrestling in 1980 and made 
her professional debut for an indepen- 
dent promotion in Memphis. Martel 
defected Lou Lou Gaines by 
disqualification. 

Sherri spent nine months wrestling in 
Memphis before deciding to enter Fab- 
ulous Moolah’s training camp in Co- 
lumbia, South Carolina. She was 
trained by Donna Christentello and, 
ironically, Moolah herself—the very 
woman she would beat for the WWF 
title seven years later. But after spend- 
ing a year-and-a-half at the school, 
Martel decided to stop wrestling for 
nearly three years. 

But the mat sport was in Martel’s 
blood. She returned to the ring on 
June 28, 1985, at a combined NWA- 
AWA card at the Byrne Meadowlands 
Arena in New Jersey. Competing in a 
12-woman battle royal against such es- 
tablished stars as Angel Vachon, Misty 


Blue, Candy Divine, and Kat LeRoux, ° 


Martel was the next-to-last person 
thrown out of the ring before Debbie 
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Combs finally won. 

Next came another layoff before 
Martel came to the AWA on a full- 
time basis. And in late 1985, Sherri 
won the AWA women’s title from 
Candi Divine in Comiskey Park by 
evading a flying bodypress and scoring 
the pin. Divine regained the belt on 
January 16, 1986, setting the stage for 
one of Martel’s biggest victories. 

Sherri regained the title on July 28, 
1986, in Oakland, California on 
ESPN’s first live AWA broadcast. In 
the rulebreaking fashion that had by 
then become her trademark, Martel 
held the ropes while the referee’s back 
was turned and pinned Divine. 

Meanwhile, Martel was doing dou- 
ble duty as the manager of Buddy 
Rose and Doug Somers, the AWA 


World tag team champions, and was a 
key ingredient in their success, She in- 
terfered to save the belt for Rose and 
Somers numerous times before they 
lost them to The Midnight Rockers on 
January 27, 1987. 

Martel managed Kevin Kelly for a 
short time before she signed with the 
WWF. She made her WWF debut 
against Moolah in Houston on July 25 
and used a flying body tackle to win 
the title. Since then, she’s held off re- 
peated challenges from Moolah and 
Velvet McIntyre. 

“Sensational” Sherri is currently at 
the peak of her career in the WWF, 
although she’s still hated by the fans.

alongside him. And NWA _ TV 
champ Nikita Koloff said (in broken 
English, of course) that he couldn't 
wait to get his hands on Taylor. 
So Taylor, realizing that he put 
his foot in his mouth by requesting 
a match against a much larger, 
much more powerful opponent, 
was left with no choice but to go 
on insisting that he really wants to 
wrestle Nikita—and that he would 
have no trouble beating him. Said 
Taylor, “Koloff is too dumb to beat 
a man with my wrestling ability.”

If 
respect creates champions, then Curt 
Hennig should consider his belt a bor- 
rowed accolade. 
“Curt Hennig is no kind of champi- 
on,’’ says Bruiser Brody, who’s wres- 
tled his share of world title matches in

all three major federations: the NWA, 
AWA, and WWF. “‘He’s of little con- 
sideration to me. As far as I’m con- 
cerned, he’s a non-person. If I felt it 
important enough, I’d turn: him into 
pork sausage. But it’s not worth it. 
Beating Hennig requires no effort. His 
very existence diminishes the World 
title.” 

One must consider where the criti- 
cism stops and the character assassina- 
tion begins. In describing Hennig, the 
words ‘‘weak,” “‘wimpy,”’ and “‘whip- 
ping boy” are most often used. His 
character is dissected and condemned; 
interestingly enough, his technical abili- 
ties are rarely attacked. Which leads, 
inexorably, to the obvious conclusion:

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HE ROAD WARRIORS certain- 

ly don’t fill the stereotype of a 
fan favorite tag team. Renowned for 
their abilities to terrorize opponents 
and inflict mayhem, their goal is to 
steamroll over all obstacles for mone- 
tary gain and personal glory with no 
regard for whom they hurt. The War- 
riors are vicious brawlers who, for the 
most part, ignore the respected rules of 
professional wrestling. 

Yes, they’re dangerous. Yes, they’re 
muscular monsters. Yes, their makeup 
and spiked leather outfits are enough 
to scare the living daylights out of any 
opponent. 

And yes, they’re going to return to 
their natural - rulebreaking habitat. 
From all indications, the change will 
come in 1988 as the Warriors rejoin 
such sadistic, fan-hated criminals as 
The Sheepherders, The Four Horse- 
men, and The Midnight Express. 

When you see what’s about to hap-

pen to Animal and Hawk, you're not 
going to like them anymore. 

‘From what I can tell, Animal and 
Hawk are fed up,” said The Wrestler 
Senior Editor Bill Apter. ‘“‘They’ve 
seen everybody get shots at the NWA 
World tag team title—everybody ex- 
cept them. It’s frustrating, because 
they’re a three-time Tag Team of the 
Year and they’re constantly number 
one in the tag team ratings. The War- 
riors won’t have to change their style 
at all to become so-called rulebreakers. 
They’re already more vicious than any 
fan favorite team I can think of. | 
think they’re about to take drastic 
action.” 

Hints of drastic action have been 
popping up for a long time. Last year, 
prior to a National Wrestling Federa- 
tion card in Elizabeth, New Jersey, 
Hawk told Associate Editor Dave 
Rosenbaum, ‘‘We’re sick of hearing 
the fans cheering us. We never asked 
them to like us, and besides, if they’re

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cheering us, we must be doing some- 
thing wrong. Maybe we’re not violent 
enough.” 

Animal agreed. “‘Back when we 
were in the AWA, there was a time 
when the fans hated us,’’ he said. 
“Man, they were scared to death of 
us, and we liked it that way. You look 
at the teams that the fans like: The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express, The Fantas- 
tics—wimp teams, every one of them. 
We don’t listen to no rock ’n’ roll 
music when we're working, and we 
don’t want anybody thinking that 
we’re a couple of pretty boys.” 

One problem is that Paul Ellering, 
manager of The Road Warriors, would 
‘like Animal and Hawk to retain their 
good standing with the fans. “‘It’s eco- 
nomic good sense to have the fans like 
you,’ said Ellering, “both from a 
merchandising and a contractual stand- 
point. People buy ‘Legion of Doom’ 
T-shirts and souvenirs, but do you 
think they would if they didn’t like 
them? The way I see it, we have the 
best of both worlds. The Warriors are 
a vicious, aggressive team that wrestles 
like rulebreakers, but the fans like 
them anyway.” 

Ellering concedes, however, that 
having the NWA World tag team title 
would increase the Warriors’ value far 
beyond any value popularity alone 
could provide. ‘‘That is true,’’ said El- 
lering, a world-renowned financial ge- 
nius. “If you look at the sport as a 
whole, the richest men are the world 
\champions. And I do agree that we’re 
being given a raw deal by the promot- 
ers. You know why they don’t give us 
title shots? Because we’re already in- 
credibly popular, even without the 
belts. Popularity breeds ticket sales, 
and that’s what the promoters want. 
But a team reaches the point where 
monetary gain is secondary and profes- 
sional gain becomes the goal. You take 
it from there.”’ 

What could the Warriors do to get 
on the bad side of the fans and 
promoters? 

“There’s only one thing they can 
do,” points out Assistant Editor Eddie 
Ellner, “‘and that’s attack The Rock 
‘n’ Roll Express or Nikita and Dusty. 
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Stan Lane tries to slam Animal, with little success. The Warriors are irked because their 
International tag team title receives less respect than The Midnight Express’ U.S. tag belts. 


The fans seems to have this mystical 
attachment to [Rick] Morton and 
[Robert] Gibson, so there’s no way 
they’d put up with anybody—including 
the Warriors—attacking them. If they 
attacked Dusty and Nikita, that would 
be even worse, because they’ve teamed 
with them so many times, That would 
be the ultimate turn. Personally, I’m 
looking forward to it because | think 
it’s going to happen.” 

Ellner’s case for a quick attack is 
unlikely, because in addition to being 
viciously fierce, the Warriors are also 
fiercely loyal to their friends, and that 
includes six-man partner Dusty. But if 
such a turn does ultimately take place, 
it will no doubt come about due to 
sheer frustration. The Warriors haven’t 
held a world championship since Sep- 
tember 1985, when they lost the AWA 
belts to Jim Garvin and Steve Regal 
after holding them for 13 months. The 
NWA six-man championship is rarely 


defended. And the All-Japan Interna- 
tional tag team title they hold carries 
little weight in this country. 

“They have nothing to lose because, 
in reality, they don’t have anything,”’ 
said Managing Editor Craig Peters. 
“They're popular, but they thrive on 
more than just popularity. I keep 
thinking back to how everyone used to 
talk about how the fans’ cheers would 
ruin the team, that they’d get soft, that 
they wouldn’t have the same kind of 
ferocious nature. Ellering said it was 
nonsense, that people were jealous be- 
cause the Warriors were so awesome. | 
just don’t know. Now that I think 
about it, maybe there’s enough evi- 
dence to argue that it’s become true.” 

It is often said that the only steady 
and certain quality about professional 
wrestling is change. It’s been more 
than two years that the Warriors have 
been without a world tag team title. 
The time for change has arrived. [1 


HACKSAW DUGGAN 
RETURNS 10 THE WWF 


BUT FOR HOW LONG? 


HE RETIREMENT BASH held to 

honor Paul Boesch at the Sam 
Houston Coliseum on August 28 was 
notable for a variety of reasons. It hon- 
ored one of the most respected men in 
the sport; it reunited a wide variety of 
wrestlers and promoters who, in many 
cases, hadn’t seen each other in nearly 
a decade (the presence of non-WWF 
wrestlers on a WWF card was a 
unique sight); and it featured the re- 
turn to the WWF of one of the sport's 
most controversial wrestlers: “Hacksaw” 
Jim Duggan. 

The retum of Duggan was, for 
many, the most surprising event of the 
evening. Following Duggan’s May ar- 
rest for possession of marijuana and 
his subsequent suspension, it was ques- 
tionable whether Duggan would return 
to the WWF. While many observers 
felt that Duggan’s offense did not merit 
his suspension from -WWF rings, oth- 
ers strongly felt that an example had 
to be made in order to help save wres- 
tling from the drug stigma that has 
recently plagued ‘baseball, football, and 
basketball. 

The question of Duggan’s retum 
was answered conclusively when the fa- 
miliar bearded figure emerged from a 
Sam Houston Coliseum dressing room, 
his trusty two-by-four in hand. And the 
fans seemed to be in a forgiving 
mood—they gave Duggan a rousing 
ovation. 


When “Hacksaw” Jim Duggan was suspended from the WWF 
following his arrest for marijuana possession, many fans thought that 
the career of one of the sport’s most exciting grapplers had gone up in 
smoke. Now, like the phoenix that rises from its ashes, Duggan has 


returned—but will it last? 
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In their first-ever WWF encounter, Ted DiBiase chops Hacksaw Duggan (above left), who picks him up 
for a slam (above center) and gives him an atomic drop (above right).

But the hardest part of Duggan’s 
comeback was yet to come. His oppo- 
nent that night was none other than 
“The Million-Dollar Man,” Ted DiBi- 
ase. lronically, Duggan had both 
teamed with and feuded with DiBiase 
when both men were competing in the 
UWF—and wrestling on UWF cards in 
the Sam Houston Coliseum. 

Since then, however, DiBiase has 
undergone an almost total transforma- 
tion. The one-time consummate scien- 
tific wrestler, admired by fans for his 
relatively modest personality, has let 
the riches that he earned upon joining 
the WWF go to his head. Constantly 
repeating his affirmation that “everyone 
has their price,” DiBiase has raised 
bribery to a fine art. 

DiBiase ‘was in fine form that night, 
grabbing the microphone to launch an 
insulting monologue against the Hous- 
ton economy and promising one young 
man $300 to sing “The Yellow Rose 
Of Texas.” When DiBiase reneged, on 
the deal after the young man had belt- 
ed out a halting version of the song, 
the crowd’s hatred took on a new di- 
mension of intensity. 

So when Duggan came to the ring, 
the fans were cheering not only his 
retumn from his suspension, but also 
his impending thrashing of “The Mil- 
lion-Dollar Man.”

It was easily the best match on the 
card. The first two minutes featured 
non-stop action that saw both men ex- 
changing scientific moves and maneu- 
vers with blinding speed. Former tag 


team partners, DiBiase and Duggan 
are well-acquainted with each other's 
styles, which made defense in the 
match a difficult element for both men. 

Yet the long layoff from the ring 
was to haunt Duggan, who became 
noticeably tired while DiBiase remained 


fresh. “The Million Dollar Man” did 
not miss a golden opportunity to el- 
bowsmash Duggan, catching “Hack- 
saw” by surprise as he jumped from 
the second turnbuckle. DiBiase then 
shocked the sellout crowd by cleanly 
pinning Duggan; the hush that settled 
upon the arena might well have been 
perceived all the way to Dallas. : 

As a crestfallen Duggan made his 
way back to the dressing room, the 
fans once again erupted in cheers.

While Duggan may not have scored 
the win, he nevertheless won a moral 
victory that night. It’s the first step on 
the comeback trail that’s always the 
hardest. 

But Duggan still has a tong and 
difficult road ahead. While most of the 
fans may have welcomed him back, he 
still may be stigmatized in the eyes of 
some fans and promoters. Duggan is 
the kind of wrestler whose best efforts 
come when he feels the crowd is solid- 


ly behind him; if the crowd tums indif- 
ferent—or even hostile—then Duggan’s 
career is in trouble. 

There is evidence that WWF pro- 
moters are rethinking whether to allow 
Duggan to continue to face top-level 
opposition. Shortly after the Houston 
card, Duggan wrestled in Nassau Coli- 
seum on Long Island. His opponent 
was Danny Davis, hardly a top-rated 
athlete. 


shuffle. 

Should the WWF scene prove slow 
in changing for “Hacksaw,” he might 
opt to switch promotions. No doubt 
his first choice in such a decision 


would be to retum to the UWF, where 
he has enjoyed enormous success and 
popularity in the past. 

But recent events have proven that 
Duggan, while a great wrestler, is hard- 
ly a superman; he’s just an ordinary 


DiBiase chinlocks Duggan, who seems more concerned about the condition of his leg. The 
intensity of their match obscures the fact that Duggan and DiBiase were once tag team 
partners. But Duggan will have nothing to do with the “new’’ DiBiase. 


Duggan, while back in WWF rings, 
is on a very thin match schedule. He 
hasn't appeared at WWF television 
tapings in some time, and most of the 
major cards around the country find 
Duggan’s name missing from the 
match roster. When he does wrestle, 
its against someone like Danny Da- 
vis—a bottom-level “star” in the WWF. 

Something has got to change. The 
WWF will either have to upgrade Dug- 
gan’s match schedule, or Duggan will 
begin to look elsewhere. His pride will 
not allow him to remain just another 
WWF mid-level grappler lost in the 


human being with his share of athletic 
strengths and human weaknesses. His 
strengths, however, have always out- 
weighed his weaknesses, and if Duggan 
can mount a successful comeback he 
will have scored an important victory. 
That comeback, though, depends on 
more than himself—it depends on the 
amount of faith that promoters and 
officials in the WWF are willing ‘to 
have in him. Without that faith, Dug- 
gan's comeback will fail. 

Sometimes the toughest foes are 
those that must be overcome before 
one can climb into the ring. O

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Bobby Shane vs. Jack Brisco 


HE PHONE WOKE me up early 

on the morning of February 20, 
1975, a day I'll never forget. | was 
staying in a downtown Los Angeles 
hotel, trying to sleep off a little get- 
together with a bunch of local bud- 
dies from the night before. When 
the phone: rang it was 5:30 a.m., 
naturally, I figured it was one of the 
guys playing a joke. But when | 
finally hung up the phone, | wasn’t 
laughing. I was in shock. 

The plane Bobby Shane was fly- 
ing in went down in Hillsboro Bay 
in Tampa, Florida, at 1:20 that 
morning. Shane was on board Bud- 
dy Colt’s four-passenger Cessna 182, 
and he was the only one of the 
four, still missing. Colt, Mike 
McCord, and Gary Hart swam 300 
yards to safety, but the where- 
abouts of Shane remained un- 
known. It was presumed that he 
was still in the plane, buried under 


water. Twelve hours later, Shane’s 


body was found, still strapped in 
with the seat belt in the back seat. 
He was 39 years old.

The four wrestlers were return- 
ing to Tampa after wrestling in Mi- 
ami that evening when Colt, pilot- 
ing the plane, missed the runway of 
Peter O. Knight Airport. It was a 
stormy evening. Colt later said that 
he could not see the airport and 
was about to descend at about 500 
feet to look for it. 

I had business in Los Angeles 
that day so I had to stick around 
and wait for phone calls to update 
me on the situation. Naturally, | 
couldn't fall asleep again that morn- 
ing; Shane was one of wrestling’s 
most colorful figures and I spent 
most of that day praying that he 
survived that horrible accident. | 
knew all along there wasn’t much 
hope. é 

I remember a night two years 
prior to his death in Atlanta when 
Shane took on newly crowned 
NWA World champion Jack Brisco. 
In those days Shane was a rule- 
breaker and he came to the ring 
with his beautiful valet, Miss Sherry. 
Looking back, Shane was a lot like 
Jerry Lawler; he knew how to keep 
himself in the spotlight. Besides be- 
ing a very fine athlete for his size— 
Shane was only 5'10”—he was a 
showman. 

Shane hated Brisco and he made 
no secret of it in the dressing room 
before the match. “Brisco’s no 
champion,” said Shane. “I've been

waiting for this opportunity for too 
long and I'm gonna show all you 
guys exactly what I'm made of. In 
just a little while, boys, you're 
gonna be talking to the new World 
champion.” 

Shane was arrogant, but he was 
also very wrong. Jack Brisco was at 
the peak of his career and nobody 
was going to beat him, although 
Shane certainly gave it a pretty 
good shot. Shane took control early 
and actually had Brisco on the run 
for a few minutes. But being a vet- 
eran of the mat wars, | can usually 
sense when a challenger has the 
champ’s number; that night, | had a 
feeling that nothing was going to 
happen. 

The workmanlike Brisco slowly 
came back. Before long, Shane was 
on the run. He was starting to 
show his years while Brisco looked 
fresh. Finally, Brisco took care of 
Shane and returned to the dressing 
room with the belt still around his 
waist. 

That didn’t shake Shane, though. 
Later on, with a crowd of reporters 
surrounding him, Shane told us 
how he had been cheated by the 


referee and was on the verge of 
winning the belt. “That was just a 
warmup, fellas,” he said. “Next 
time, I'm going for the jugular.” 

After about 20 minutes of 
Shane's nonsense, all the reporters 
left. All except me. Shane didn't re- 
alize I was still standing there and 
he started changing into his street 
clothes. Finally, he turned around 
and saw me slumped down in a 
seat. “Hey, you there,” Shane shout- 
ed, “what the heck are you doing 
sneaking around behind me?” | got 
up out of the chair and Shane final- 
ly realized it was me. “Sorry, Matt,” 
he said. “I thought you were some 
snot-nosed cub reporter.” 

Bobby and | talked for a few 
minutes and then decided to go 
catch some dinner and a few” 
drinks. That evening we talked for 
about an hour, and the subject of 
wrestling never came up. Shane 
may have been flamboyant in the 
ring and a real loudmouth, but he 
was also a very intelligent guy. 

I only saw Bobby once or twice 
more after that. On the morning of 
his death, | wished it could’ve been 
more. CO

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Imagine there’s no number one, And keep on imagining, because 
somebody has to be on top, But if we had a choice this month, we'd 
start our Top 10 ratings with number two, because in reality nobody 


really deserves the top spot. Ric Flair had been number one since’ 


October 1987, but losing the NWA: World championship to Ronnie 
Garvin on September 25 in Detroit took care of that. Garvin, on the 
other hand, hasn't been champion long enough to be number one. 
Meanwhile, WWF World champion Hulk Hogan has been unimpres- 
sive in a series of title defenses against One Man Gang. 

“The Hulkster,” however, was the top man 
before Flair took over number one, and now 
he’s top man again, He didn’t lose one match 
during the ratings period (although he didn’t 
win too many, either) and he rated high on 
quality of opposition; remember, One Man 
Gang is a former UWF heavyweight champion. 
“Hogan has earned’ the benefit of the doubt,” 

: said Managing Editor Craig Peters. “Four years 
Hulk Hogan as World champion is very impressive.” 

With his stunning loss to Garvin, Flair dropped to number three, 
which isn’t too shabby. Remember, the last time Flair lost the belt 
(to Dusty Rhodes in July 1986), he dropped to number seven in the 
ratings. “At the time, there were a lot of hot wrestlers in the sport 
and Flair was in a slump,” pointed out Editor-in-Chief Stu Saks. “Flair 
is still wrestling well right now, Remember, he lost to a very strong 
opponent.” 

Garvin, unranked last month, rose all the way to number two, the 
same spot Rhodes took over when he won the title. The editorial 
board felt that it was not proper for Garvin to jump all the way to 
number one and, as Saks pointed out, “he doesn’t deserve it yet. 
Like all other champions, Garvin will have to, prove himseli.” 

There was some campaigning for U.S. champion Lex Luger to take 
over the number one position. “Luger is the dominant figure in 
wrestling right now,” said Assistant Editor Dave Rosenbaum. “He's 
U.S. champion, he destroyed Nikita Koloff, and he'll probably have 
no trouble with Garvin once-he starts getting title shots.” The 
decision to keep Luger at number four was made because he 
doesn’t have a world title. “The top spot really should be reserved 
for a world champion,” said Peters. 


Savage lovers. Four months ago, he was second in the “Most 
Hated” ratings. Now, riding a wave of popularity started by his war 
with Intercontinental champion The Honky Tonk Man, “Macho Man” 
Randy Savage has risen to number three in the “Most ‘Popular’ 
ratings, behind only Hulk Hogan and Dusty Rhodes. 

This turnaround is nothing less than startling. Have the fans 
already forgiven Savage for trying to end the career of Rick Steam- 
boat? Have they forgotten Savage's vicious assault on Steamboat at 
WrestleMania III? And have they forgotten the way Savage treated 
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his beautiful manager, Elizabeth? 

Well, it seems as if the fans hate The Honky Tonk Man more than 
they ever hated Savage. And Savage is treating Elizabeth much nicer 
these days. In fact, he’s even holding the ring ropes open for her! 
Savage is certainly one of the most brilliant athletes in wrestling, and 
the fans are finally starting to take notice. In some areas of the 
country, correspondents have reported that Savage is getting more 
applause than Hogan! 

Savage's popularity was confirmed at the September 23 taping of 
Saturday Night’s Main Event in Hershey, Pennsylvania, when he and 
Elizabeth joined hands with Hogan in the center of the ring. It was 
an incredible moment, one most wrestling fans probably thought 
they'd never see. 

“| doubted Savage-for a while, but when | saw him with Hogan, 
that did it for me,” said Alan Stone of Philadelphia. “Hogan's my 
favorite, and if he thinks Savage is okay, then he’s okay by me. | 
guess Savage has changed a lot over the past year, and he’s treating 
Elizabeth a lot nicer. | still don’t forgive him for hurting Steamboat 
so badly, but | guess time heals all wounds.” 

Is Savage headed to the top spot in the “Most Popular” ratings? 
It's possible. Savage is a much more exciting wrestler than Hogan, 
and his recent postmatch displays have proven that he’s just as 
charismatic. The “Macho Man’’ also wrestles more often than Ho- 
gan, so he has more opportunities to increase his popularity, 

Meanwhile, Dusty Rhodes is caught in the middle and might 
actually become the beneficiary of this WWF popularity war. Rhodes 
is undoubtedly the most popular wrestler in the NWA and could 
become the most popular wrestler in the world should the fans split 
their allegiance between Hogan and Savage. 

The next few months should be interesting, both in the “Most 
Popular” and Top 10 ratings. Wrestling is in a transitional phase right 
now and with the red-hot winter and spring months coming up, 
things could change rapidly. 


Women’s wrestling has 
indeed enjoyed a resurgence of popularity over the past year, led by 
new WWF women’s champion Sherri Martel, who has brought that 
title back into the spotlight since unseating Fabulous Moolah. This 
month, our revolving ratings category features the best female grap- 
plers in North America. You might recall that the women’s rankings 
were originally removed from the ratings pages to make room for 
the revolving category. Now they’re back—but only for this issue.

bouts, only one man has something 

to lose. The champion must defend . 
his title carefully and do everything 

in his power to protect the belt. 

The challenger can utilize an all-out 

style and not worry about making 

mistakes. Title vs. title matches, 

however, are a test of two men 

with everything to lose ... and ev- 

erything to gain. 

“It was one of the most challeng- 
ing tests of my life,” said Flair of his 
1982. match against Backlund, 
which ended in a double-countout.

they will pay for it. | will bring 
UWF title back to NWA and be 
only champion of TV.” 

Taylor, a 225-pounder, figures to 
have his hands full with Koloff, a 
275-pound muscleman with incredi- 
ble power and determination. Tay- 
lor is a veteran who has spent most 
of his career as a soft-spoken fan 
favorite, but a stunning turn of 
events earlier in the year brought 
him to Gilbert’s camp of rulebreak- 
ers. That change of heart, however, 
didn’t make Taylor any larger. And 
while Gilbert is always there to lend 
a helping hand, Taylor usually re- 
lies on his scientific skills. 

In his brief career, Koloff has tak- 
en on some of the giants of wres- 
tling. Last year at Starrcade, Koloff 
was disqualified in a memorable 
battle against Flair. This past sum- 
mer, Nikita engaged in a vicious 
feud against 1986 Rookie of the 
Year Lex Luger before finally losing 
his U.S. title. “Il have wrestled 
against greatest wrestlers in world,” 
boasted Nikita. “I will have no trou- 
ble with little Taylor.”

Would Bob Backlund have defeated 
Hulk Hogan? Could Kevin Von 
Erich defeat Road Warrior Hawk? 
And when you put a rulebreaker 
such as Gilbert behind Taylor, 
doesn’t that make him even more 
dangerous? 

“I will defeat Koloff because only 
one real wrestler will step into that 
ring at Starrcade and that’s me,” 
said Taylor. “He can punch and 
kick all he wants, but he’s never 
gonna get me, because I can do 
what he can’t. What do you think’s 
gonna happen when this match 
gets down to pure wrestling skills? 
I'll tell you what: I'll have both belts 
strapped around my waist and he'll 
have nothing.” 

If Taylor's arrogance turns into 
geniune confidence, it could get 
him into trouble. Nikita Koloff has 
already won one title unificiation 
match. Number two is within 
reach. J

Curt Hennig can wrestle. 

“Put Curt Hennig on a college mat 
and he’s a star,’ says Verne Gagne, 
Hennig’s former mentor and now one 
of the rulebreaking champion’s stron- 
gest detractors. ‘‘He hasn’t developed 
professional skills. In many ways, he 
remains an amateur. Other wrestlers 
don’t fear him. Without fear, there 
can be no respect.” 

But Gagne, a nine-time former 
AWA World champion, cannot help 
but recall Hennig’s rookie campaign, 
when his promise and potential seemed 
ready to overwhelm an entire federa- 
tion. “It was hard for me,’ Gagne 
remembers, ‘‘because in, some ways | 
felt Curt had more skill than my son 
Greg. Curt was a natural ring tactician. 
Moves became instinct for him. He 
didn’t have to work as hard as other 
wrestlers. But he barely progressed. 
Given the kind of rulebreaker his fa- 
ther was, we thought Curt would turn 
out bad. Instead he’s turned out sad. 
Sad and shiftless.”’ 

After his controversial title victory 
over Nick Bockwinkel, in which a roll 
of coins and an assist from Larry 
Zbyszko raised questions about the le- 
gitimacy of Hennig’s pinfall, Hennig 
answered his critics with silence. The 
silence turned to smugness as AWA 
officials reviewed the tapes of the 
match and declared that Zbyszko’s in- 
terference in the match could not be 
conclusively proven, and that the title 
change would be allowed to stand. 
That’s when the criticisms took on 
added intensity and became damning 
accusations. The primary accusation 
was that Hennig had traded in his 
clean reputation for a tainted title. 

Hennig responded with measured ar- 
rogance. ‘‘People love to label you,”’ 
he said recently. ‘‘For the rest of my 
career I’m supposed to be Curt 
Hennig, good guy? I’m supposed to 
toe the line and be a bedrock of soci- 
ety and a role model for children? 
Bull! 

“You become brainwashed after a 
while. Why should | be taken advan-

tage of my whole career? The name of 
this game is money. Money, power, 
and fame. If you sit around with your 
thumb in your mouth, nothing good 
will ever happen. I got tired of others 
abusing the rules and getting ahead. 
Too many title shots went nowhere be- 
cause | was unwilling to change my 
style. 

“So | changed. It’s that simple. And 
look what happened! I won the damn 
AWA World championship! Now J’ 
criticized for breaking the rules . . . as 
if it never happened before! To hell 
with the fans and the magazines. I'll 
succeed in spite of them. I don’t need 
anyone.” 

Despite his rhetoric, his change in 
style, his considerable scientific skills, 
and his undeniable success, Hennig has 
been, unable to garner any respect. Al- 
though he’s yet to acknowledge it. in 
public, the lack of respect rankles him. 

“Don't let him kid you,’ Gagne 
says, “it burns Curt up. All his career 
he’s wanted respect. Larry Hennig nev- 
er won a world title, but every bar he’s 
ever walked into people stopped and 
stared. In the ring he was feared. The 
old man was a rulebreaking s.o.b., but 
he was one of the toughest competitors 
in the sport. Curt worshipped his fa- 


ther. When he decided to become a 
scientific wrestler, Larry was very 
disappointed. 


“! think Curt’s recent change is an 
attempt to win his father’s affection. It 
sounds strange, but I know it was im- 
portant for zy son. I supported Greg 
throughout his career, but ultimately 
he had to make it on his own. He had 
to succeed without me there to influ- 
ence him. And he has succeeded with- 
out losing his integrity. 
ironic that he’s feuding with Curt now. 

“Whether he admits it or not, Curt 
is a scientific wrestler. He’s clearly un- 
comfortable in his new role. Until he 
discovers who he is, he will never be 
happy.” 

Perhaps. But for a scientific wres- 
tler, Hennig has been conducting a 
campaign of terror that befits a veteran 
rulebreaker. In Las Vegas, he nearly 
took the side of Wahoo McDaniel’s 
head off with what is increasingly be- 
coming his trademark: a role of coins. 

And each day, the latest in a long 
line of troubled AWA champions talks 
about quitting. 

*“] don’t know if it’s all worth it,” 
Hennig says. ‘Everyone thinks they 
know you. Old man Gagne says he 
knows me. My dad thinks he knows 
me. The fans claim they know me. But 
no one knows a damn thing about me 
except /me. 1 respect myself. 1 have no 
apologies. And as long as | can look at 
myself in the mirror and smile, I’m all 
right.””

While The 
Hart Foundation held Savage, Hon- 
ky Tonk picked up his guitar and 
got ready to smash Savage's head. 

Elizabeth ran into the sing, 
dropped to her knees, and plead- 
ed with Honky Tonk not to hit Sav- 
age. But as she rose, Honky Tonk 
pushed her. Elizabeth ran to the 
dressing room as the Harts and 
Honky Tonk broke the guitar over 


breakers Jimmy Golden and Robert 
Fuller. “I took their money and 
tumed my back on the fans,” said 
Cooley. “Now I'm not sure the 
fans can forgive me.” 

Finally, one very sad item to re- 
port. Scott Irwin, who wrestled in 
the NWA, WWF, AWA, and 
WCCW, died of a brain tumor on 
September 5 at St. Mary’s Medical 
Center in Duluth, Minnesota. Irwin, 
35, Was competing in the NWA in 
May 1986 when doctors told him 
that he had an inoperable cancer- 
ous brain tumor. He is survived by 
his brother Bill, mother Owena and 
his father Donald, his son Zak, and 
daughters Michele and Keegan. 

And that’s what’s happening.
